Herr George Gothien, a German statesman, has the 
courage to tell the whole truth and nothing but the truth 
- to*his’countrymen. Gothien bluntly said to certain mem- 
bers of the Reichistag that Germany cannot win in the war 
and the best thing to do will be to make peace.

‘WTNE BY THs 
GOVERNMENT 


With the completion of ja draft 
of the first army of 687,000 men, 
a new system will be installed for 
the creation of succeeding armies, 
which will greatiy lessen the labors 
of the local and district boards, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by 
Provost Marshal General Crowder. 

Along with the reduction of labor 
there will be provided a system 
which will classify each one of the 
9,000,000 men who have not yet 
been inducted into the military ser- 
vice, and each man will have been 
given his place in the national 
scheme of defense, To do this, it 
has been determined to obtain rrom 
each man complete information of 
a character which will definitely fix | 
his economic worth as compared j 
with his fellow registrants and 
from the information thus obtained 
to place him in one of five classes, 
each to be called in turn as the 
need arises, 

The method of obtaining this in- 
formation is through a ‘‘question- 
naire’’'—a series of questions calcu- 
lated to produce the information re- 
quired, This document will be mail- 
ed to every registrant not yet in 
service on a day to be fixed, seven 
days being given to each registrant 
to complete his question account 
fully and without error, 

Upon perusal of the question- 
naire, the local board will assigg 
him to one of five classes. If he 
is dissatisfied with the position as. 
signed him by the local board, he 
hag the right to appeal to the dis- 
trict board to change his status, 

Class No, 1, the first from which 
the armies will be drawn, will in- 
clude all physically fit men who 
have nothing to keep them from 
serving, 

Class No. 2 will include those less 
fit or those engaged in an indus- 
try necessary to the prosecution of 
the war, 

Class No, 3, those still less fit or 
highly skilled operators. 

Class No. 4 will contain men who 
should be the last to be taken. 

Class No, 5 will be known as 


the “discard class”,, and in it. will. 


be placed those wholly unfit for 
military service, either on account 
of total physical disability or in- 
dispensability to the government in 
othe? service, 

Each man’s draft order number 
will be entered on his questionnaire 
and will determine his order in the 
class gomimns «@& She local board 
headquarters, 

It is emphasized that the 6s87,- 
000 men already drawn will not 
be affected by the new regulations. 
The needs of the government are 
the first consideration, and the men 
now drafted are considered neces- 
sary to the military service, Ail 
those who have been exempted, how- 
ever, will be questionea and assign- 
ed to their classes along with the 
registered men who have not been 
called upon as yet, : | 

In drawing the men for service, 
Class No. 1 will first be exhausted; 
the other classes will follow in 
their numerical order, If a man 
is called for physical examination 
and turned down on account of 
total disability he will be assigned 
to ‘Class No. 4, which probably 
never will be called out. 

By the time the selection begins, 
it is emphasized, all will have had 
a chance for assignment to a less 
liable class. This is expected great. 
ly to facilitate the quick drawing 
of men as the needs of the govern- 
ment dictate, 

The tedious work of the local 
boards has been practically eliminat- 
ed by the production of a form to 
be Known as No. 1 and which will 
be the foundation stone of ‘the new 
system, 
laborious work of making and Ppoat- 
ing lists has been eliminated, All 
of the docket sheets and records 
will be made unnecessary and by 
the arrangements of its columns, 
the work of the loca! board will be 
reduced to a minimum. 

On this new form the complete 
history of each man’s case will ap- 
pear at a giance, heginning with 
his order number ana ending with 
his induction fato a military camp, 
while at the close of each day's 
work the local boafd is enabled to 
complete in a few minutes with a 
rubber stamp what has hitherto 
taken hours to do. The system is 
such that it will present each case 


almost automatically to the local 
board,

Here it is: A sur-tax affects 
«those having big incomes. When 
the interest derived by an individ- 
ual or corporation from invest- 
ments exceeds $5000 per year, then 
that income is subject to a sur- 
tax. 

Thus a sur-tax will affect in- 
comes derived from Liberty Bonds 
only when the interest on those 
bonds exceeds the $5000 minimum. 
The interest on $125,000 in four 
per cent Liberty Bonds is $5000, 
and therefore is not subject to sur- 
tax. 

In this way, the Government 
hopes to have the wage earner in- 
vest: in the war loan, since his in- 
vestment would be small. On 
the other hand, failure to sub- 
ject Liberty Loans to the sur-tax 
would encourage millionaires and 
corporations to make investments 
in them and sequester their wealth 
from further participation in the 
Nation’s work.
